“When the 
matter of the expenditure of the 
trifle of $350,000 for surveys for the 
sites of reservoirs came up last week 
in the Senate, Senator: Plumb had 
fears, it would seem, that the Missis- 
sippi river would be dried up. The 
big storage reservoits of India, Cey- 
lon and other countries where irriga- 
tion is practiced have not dried up the 
rivers, but on the contrary have been 
a means of regulating the flow of the 
rivers—of keeping a certain amount of 
water in the rivers at all seasons. The 
Egyptians have not yet dried up the 
Nile, nor the people of Arabia, Asay- 
ria and Lombardy their systems of 
rivers. 


However, if ry eam of the older 
States are afraid of drying up the Mis- 
sissippi river, there are plenty of other 
places where they can make a beyin- 
ning.

By constructing | reservoirs in 
suitable localities, the Government 
will be doing a good thing for itself 
and for the people, particularly for 
men of small means who desire to 
wild up homes for themselves. In 
this way the land will be divided up 
among small holders, which is for the 
od of the whole country. That is a 
thing which every true and patriotic 
American wishes to see. We cannot 
have too many small holders of land. 
A man of small means may know 
where he can find as much good land 
as he can till and may also know 
where an ample supply of water is ol - 
tainable, but he cannot command the 
mount of capital necessary to bring 
the two together. Meantime, a rich 
man, or perhaps several men of capi- | 
tal, come along and take the whole 
thing, land, water and all. In this 
way falls into the hands of one man, 
or three or four men, what should 
have gone to make good comfortable 
homes for forty or fifty families. In- 
stead of being a free and independent 
land owner, the man of small means 
is left to stand biting «traws as poor 
as ever. Not being able to bring in 
water and build up a home of his own, 
all he can do is to go work as a ger. 
ant and dependent of those who have 
secured water and, of course, all the 
land the water commands. 

Where Government stores up a sup- 
ply of water sufficient to properly irri- 
wate a certain area of land, be the 
tract large or small, it can be more 
densely populated than any tract of 
land in the United States that ix de- 
pendent upon the natural rainfall and

Ingenious, painstaking and scientific | 


Frenchmen have cultiivated it on the 
Island of Mauritias, and wero successful 


in producing a fair imitation of vanilla 


which, they termed the Bourhon’’ bean 
fer which they found a market in England 
and France, but the erop of each succeed- 
ing year deteriorated until it sold for leas 
than half the price of the genuine vanilig 
bean from its original home in Mexico, 
where it has been from time tmmemorial 
cultivated aod prepared for tne market 
by the native Mexican. 

The native MeRican plants it near the 
base of a scrub oak to which he fastens 
ite vine. It produces no fruit during the 
first four seasons. After that it bears 
fruit for. eleven or twelve years, 

The fruit or pod grows in large clusters 
similar to those of the banana. Its b!os- 
somes are in clusters much like out lilae, 


but white in color; and iu fragrance won- 


derfully rich, exceeding that ef the tube 
rose, The pod at first is large and green 
Une the banana, but when ripe, it soon 
shrinks until it has a dry and witbered 
appearance. All its virtues and excellen- 
ces seem to be absorbed in the bean. 

These receive numerous manipulations 
from the native producers. These patient, 
diligent workers affirm the absolute ne- 
cessity of a nivety days’ hatidiing inorder 
to ripen and retain the best qualities of 
the vanilla bean. They expose them to 
the sun for a certain length of time and 
then place layers of them between blauk- 
ets until thealternate layers cf biankets 
and fruit form a large pile end in this 
condition they underge a ‘‘sweatiag pro- 
cesa.”’ * 

Thus several times each day they are 
exposed alternately to the eun aud the 
bianket covering until all moisture is re- 
moved. They are thus handied antileach 
bean attains the color of a very dark 
cigar. ° 

Notwithstanding all this sweating and 
drying process the bean must be Kept in 


rooms or vaults where the temperatr re ot 

the air must be so uniform aa to avoid all 

» extremes of heat, cold, moisture or dry- 
hess. 


The tonka beans grown in South Amer 
ica, are often palmed off upon the unwary 
as genuine vanilla. The tonka is aro- 
matic lu odor and strong in taste. It is 
good to perfume snuff and toscentclotbes 
to preserve them from the ravages of the 
moch, but a wretched substitute for the 
vanilla bean.
